of 2021 Johnson Road from its 
present R-2\(residential) zoning 
to C1 (commercial) 
classification, or to overrule the 
decision of the City Plan 
Commission which also denied 
the requested change. 

Rezoning of the tract for 
restaurant construction was a 
controversial issue that was 
killed when the council failed by 
a 5 to 5 split vote to place an 
ordinance for the rezoning on 
either first reading or final 
passage. The ordinance itself 
never reached a vote. 

Passage of the ordinance that 
would have rezoned the proerty 
came before the council after 
the City Plan Commission 
recommended the zoning 
request be denied. 

The mandamus petition, filed 
in Circuit Court by Attorney 
William Brandt who 
represented the landowners 
before the council last October, 
alleges that ‘‘defendants’ 
refusal, to grant the relief 
requested was the result of bias 
and prejudice _— against 
petitioner; that there existed no 
rational basis for defendants’ 
refusal to act as requested; that 
there exists no comprehensive 
zoning scheme which would bar 
the relief. 

It contends further that the 
‘defendants based their refusal 
toact upon the basis of evidence 
which was neither relevant nor 
material; that the property 
sought to be rezoned faces 
Johnson Road, a major traffic 
route for automobiles and other

Fields' auto then left the 
roadway, tipped on its side and 
wrapped around a tree, pinning 
the driver and the two deceased 
in the auto. 


Krauskopf was named in an 
informational document from 
the Madison County state's 
attorney’s office alleging two 
counts of reckless homicide and 
a coroner's jury in Granite City 
ruled Jan. 18 that the deaths of

The Illinois Department of 
Transportation is starting to 
install new-type ‘no passing 
zone” signs along the state's 
two-lane highways. 

Transportation Secretary 
Langhorne Bond says, “The 
department has adopted the use 
of a reflective, pennant-shaped 
sign considered to be more 
effective in communicating the 
“no passing” message to 
motorists.” 

Installation of the signs has 
begun in several sections of 
Southern Illinois and will 
tontinue statewide throughout 
mid-August. Approximately 
20,000 signs will be installed 

‘The new pennant signs will be 
mounted on the left side of the 
roadway for better visibility 
They are a reflective yellow to 
provide added ‘‘punch” to 
visibility at night, when ac- 
cidents per vehicle mile are 
approximately three to four 
times more frequent than 
during daylight hours. 

The pennant replaces the old 
rectangular, black and white 
“do not pass” and “‘pass with 
care” signs that were mounted 
on the right side of the roadway 

‘The new signs also are nearly 
twice the size of the old signs. 

Indiana, lowa and Wisconsin 
are currently using the pennant 
“no passing zone” signs on their 
roadways.

The 
new pennant replaces two signs, 
the “‘do not pass” and ‘‘pass 
with care” signs, which means 
20,000 fewer signs will have to 
be maintained by the depart- 
ment 

The old signs and sign posts 
will be salvaged and reused on 
the state highway system, Bond 
explains 

Similar signs can be used on 
the county and township high- 
way systems on an optional 
basis. 

“Anyway you look at it,” 
Bond said, “the sign provides 
an improved margin of safety 
for the motorist. 

“It’s on the left hand side of 
the road, which is where the 
driver's attention is fixed when 
he or she wants to pass, and the 
shape can’t be confused with 
other regulatory signs. It's a 
significant improvement for our 
two-lane roads.””

Life saving technique 
explained to Kiwanis 


The value of learning car- 
diopulmonary resuscitation 
more commonly known as CPR, 
a life saving technique, was 
explained to the Breakfast 
Kiwanis Club last week at 
Charlie's Restaurant 

Steve Missey, emergency 
medical service coordinator for 
the Illinois Department of 
Public Health, was the guest 
speaker 

Missey also is chairman of the 
CPR coordinating committee of 
the Illinois Heart Association. 

CPR involves mouth-to- 
mouth resuscitation and ex- 
ternal heart compression. If 
administered within four 
minutes of a heart attack, it 
could save the victim’s life, 
according to Missey 

The speaker said the best part 
of the CPR technique is that the 
average person can learn to 
perform CPR within about four 
hours. 

Missey told the Kiwanis 
members that be will set up a 
class for any group to teach the 
technique as long as there are 
five or more members present. 

He invited them to call him at 
876-2020, extension 411, to 
arrange instruction. 

Missey said that during the 
past year he has taught 480 


people in the technique and 
during the past two years about 
2,500 persons in the Quad-Cities 
have received instruction, from 
various instructors.

GC ambulance grant 
approved by state - 


The Emergency Medical 
Services and Highway Safety 
division of the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Public Health has 
approved the request by 
Granite City for a $56,000 grant 
to establish emergency am- 
bulance services here, it was 
learned today. 

State Rep. Jim McPike of the 
seth Legislative District, told 
the Press-Record this morning 
that he was informed of the 
grant approval yesterday and 
that he also has been assured 
that the grant request will clear 
the Ilinois Department of 
Transportation as soon as the 
medical services division 
certifies its approval to the 
DOT. 

Approval of the grant request 
will clear the way for the 
purchase by the city of four 
ambulances with which to 
establish emergency am- 
bulance services and replace 
ambulances that will be taken 
out of service March 15 by the 
Thomas Ambulance Service 

The city has advertised for 
bids to provide four ambulances 
with required equipment. The 
bids are to be received at the 
office of City Clerk Robert 
Stevens until 5 p.m. Monday 
Feb. 28, and will be submitted to 


the City Council in its regular 
meeting Tuesday. 

McPike said that after he 
learned of the grant approval by 
the medical services division, 
he discussed the matter with 
Langhorne Bond, director of the 
Illinois DOT. Bond told him, 
McPike said, that the DOT will 
approve the grant. 

The grant will be in federal 
funds that are administered by 
the state DOT. The grant 
provides 70 per cent of the 
estimated cost of the am- 
bulances which was set by the 
city at $80,000. The units will be 
fully equipped to meet all state 
requirements.

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March winds, tourney 
rivalry arrive early 


“March winds” have been 
blowing in February. 

And “March madness’”’ of the 
Iinois sports world began this 
week and will continue through 
the first half of next month. 

“March madness” may be 
the most contagious ailment in 
Tlinois since the common cold. 
It strikes everywhere — from 
Chicago to Cairo, from Galena 
to Paris to Madison: — 

sometime during the third 
month of the year. 

It is accompanied by tears — 
of joy and ‘sorrow — and a 
distinct increase in the heart- 
beat. It is not fatal, and yet 
everyone who catches it. is in- 
fected for life. 

Since 1908, when Peoria High 
School beat Rock Island 48-29 at 
the Oak Park YMCA Gym in the 
first state basketball tour- 
nament, Illinois in the ver- 
nacular of the times is “up for 
grabs’ until a new state 
champion is decided. 

The late Lewis Omer, then 
athletic director at Oak Park 
High School, originated the idea 
of the state tournament. 

Thirteen teams were invited 
to the tournament. The next 
year, following | Omer’s 
Suggestion, the infant Illinois 
High School Athletic 
Association took over the 
venture. 

It has emerged as one of the 
most widely publicized and 
competitive state prep tour- 
nament series in the nation. 

The 1909 tournament was held 
in the Bloomington YMCA 
Gym. Two years later, Bradley 
University was the site for the 
$tate tournament, and Rockford 
High School belted Mt. Carroll 
60-15 for the championship. 

Rockford’s 60-point effort was 
the title game record for the 
next 34 years 

For several years, the 
tournament was alternated 
between Bradley and Millikin 
University in Decatur. In 1918, 
Springfield High School’s gym 
was the site of the tournament 
the only time it has been held 
in a high school faculty — and 
the famed Arthur L. Trout 
guided his Centralia Orphans to 
the first of three titles they 
would win under his leadership. 

At the same time, Sports 
Editor Fred “‘Brick’’ Young of 
the Bloomington Pantagraph 
officiated in his first of a record 
12 consecutive state tour- 
naments. 

Finally, in 1919, the state 
tournament found a home in 
Champaign on the campus of 
the University of Illinois. 

The first seven tournaments 
played on the home court of the 
Fighting Illini” were in the Old 
Gym Annex. 

‘When Huff Gym. was opened 
in 1926, the emotional appeal — 
as well as the demand for 
tickets — of the tournament 
mushroomed. Granite City won 
there in 1940. 
| Since 1963, the university's 
concrete “flying saucer!’ — the 
Assembly Hall, with a seating 
capacity of 15,877 — has been 
the site of the state tournament. 

Changes in playing format of 
the tournament have generally 
Spawned increased fan interest 
and availability of tickets, since 
the first ‘sweet sixteen’’ in 1934. 

In 1936, the series of com- 
petition was established to 
include tournament play at the 
district, regional, sectional and 
"sweet sixteen’’ levels. 

In 1941, a one-year ex- 
periment with a four-team state 
final was conducted. 

Next signifieant change 
came in 1956, when the 
present system of eight super- 
sectional encounters 
produced an “elite eight’” set 
of finalists to advance to 
Champaign for the statewide 
televised state tournament. 
The two-class system was 

initiated in 1972 with state 
record-streak shattering Dolton 
(Thornridge) taking the Class 
AA (for schools with 
enrollments of 751 or more) 
title, and Lawrenceville 
claiming the Class A (for 
schools with enrollments of 750 
or less) trophy — a prize that 
has become one of the most 
highly-sought schoolboy 
trophies in the nation. 

Members of the first ‘‘sweet 
sixteen” field included 
champion Quincy, runnerup 
‘Thornton (Harvey), third-place 
Equality, fourth-place Moline, 
Champaign, Urbana, Streator, 
Peoria (High), Springfield, 
Lawrenceville, Marion, 
Freeport, Charleston, Cen- 
tralia, Chicago (Marshall) and 
Chicago (Lane Tech). 

The 16-team field for the 
last single-class competition 
included: champion Thor- 
nridge, runnerup Oak Lawn, 
third-place Danville, fourth- 
place Springfield (Lanphier), 
Benton, Rockford (Boylan), * 
Quincy (Catholic Bosy), 
Granite City, Chieago 
(Harlan), Kewanee, Elgin 
/(Larkin), Nashville, Win- 

)metaka (New Trier East), 
Paris, Normal (University 
| High), and jPeoria 


(Woodruff). 

First state champion crowned 
in Champaign was Rockford, 
coached by Frank Winters, 
which bounced Springfield 39- 


20. 

First champion in Huff Gym 
was Coach Glenn Holme’s 
Freeport Pretzels, who edged 
Canton, 24-18. 

First. champion in the 
Assembly Hall was Chicago 
(Carver) as Coach Larry 
Hawkins’ Challengers, who took 
second the year ‘before, beat 
Centralia 53-52 on a shot from 
the corner — at the horn — by 
tiny guard Anthony Smedley. 

Only district champion to win 
the’ title, after smaller schools 
were placed into district 
competition in 1998, was the 1952 
Hebron team, that boasted the 
tall and talented Judson twins, 
Phil and Paul, along with 6-74 
center Bill Schulz. Hebron, a 
-school with an enrollment of 
only 99, outscored Quincy by a 6- 
1 margin in overtime to take the 
championship, 64-59. 

Other district teams to reach 
the final game were Braidwood 
in 1938 and the gigantic Cobden 
Appleknockers of 1964, Cobden, 
with a lineup that included the 6- 
6 Neal brothers, Chuck and Jim, 
and the equally big Smith 
cousins, Ken and Jim, lost to the 
Dave Golden-led Pekin Chinks, 
50-45. 

Perhaps the greatest game 
ever in the state tournament 
history was the 1945 quar- 
terfinal match between Decatur 
and Galesburg. The Runnin’ 
Reds finally captured a 73-72 
overtime victory, but only after 
the score was tied or the lead 
changed hands an incredible 33 
— count "em, 33 — times. . 

One of the most devastating 

performances by a team ‘in a 
single game has to be Thor- 
nridge’s 35-point (104-69) vic- 
tory over Quincy in the first 
Class AA title game in 1972 
That victory for the Boyd Batts- 
Quinn Buckner spearheaded 
Faleons was No. 54 in the 
school’s 58-game state record 
winning streak 

Among the 
memorable individual 
formances were those 
Granite City’s Andy P' 

1940; Dwight. 
Eddleman’s sing! 

victory for Centralia in 1942; 
and Max Hooper's total of 57 
points in back-to-back title 
games to give Mt. Vernon the 
1949 and 1950 championships. 

Also, George  Wilson’s 
smooth-as-silk play at center 
for Chicago Marshall in 1958, 
and again in 1960; Collinsville's 
Bogie Redmon in the Kahoks’ 
32-0 season that concluded with 
an 84-50 win over Thornton 
(Harvey) in 1961; and the all- 
time ‘tournament scoring 
performance of 6-9 Dave 
Robisch of Springfield in 1967 
) In . 1974, Lawrenceville 
became ‘the first school since 
the origination of the two-class 
system to claim a second title in 
Class A competition. Coach Ron 
Felling’s Indians, led by for- 
ward Rick Leighty, fought off 
Ottawa Marquette’s comeback 
bid to win 54-53 in what was at 
the time the closest title game 
in Class A’s brief history. 

In 1976, when America 
celebrated its Bicentennial, 
fans in the Assembly Hall were 
treated to: (1) the greatest all- 
time individual scoring per- 
formance in the long history of 
the tournament series; (2) a 
pair of championship games 
that will long be remembered

Lawrenceville’s senior guard 
Jay Shidler dazzled those in 
attendance and the state-wide 
television audience with games 
of 37, 48 and 45 points. Those 
scoring outbursts, plus a 27- 
point effort in the Charleston 
super-sectional, brought the 
“bionic 
boy” the all-time tournament 
individual scoring record of 157 
points. 

Needing 41 points to set the 
mark in the third-place game, 
Shidler became the darling of 
the sellout crowd as each of his 
shots sailed toward the basket. 
When he scored tournament 
point No. 153, the building 
rocked with approval. 

Shidler’s performance was 
only a prelude to a spine- 
tingling title tilt between 
eventual champion Mt. Pulaski 
—a school that had grown in 
enrollment and cage talent 
through consolidation with 
nearby Elkhart — and Oneida 
(Rova). Rova led 35-34 at half 
time and 4645 after three 
quarters. 

Mt. Pulaski moved ahead 55- 
54 with 2:35 to play and then the 
lead changed four times in the 
next 113 seconds. Finally, with 
43 seconds to go, Mt. Pulaski’s 
super sophomore Jeff Clements 
— who scored 10 of his team’s 
last 10 points — fired through 
what proved to be the clincher 
Rova worked for one final shot, 
trying to get the ball to 6-8 
center Dave Johnson, but could 
not master the Mt. Pulaski 
defense.

Water pollutants 
from land areas 


Extensive violations of water 
pollution standards will occur 
throughout Illinois even after 
required levels of treatment are 
applied to discharges from 
sewage and industrial plants, it 
is being asserted. 

However, many of the 
violations will not come from 
these specific (point) sources 
but from broad land surfaces 
(nonpoint sources), Lalit Sinha, 
an Illin Environmental 
Protection Agency, water 
pollution control engineer, told 
members of a statewide urban 
stormwater task force meeting 
in Bloomington-Normal during 
the weekend.

Illinois wastewater treatment 
plants presently have at least 
secondary treatment (bacterial 
breakdown of organic wastes) 
for discharges, EPA projections 
show that violations for fecal 
coliform, dissolved oxygen, 
mercury, lead, copper, am- 
monia nitrogen and chloride 
will continue to occur at various 
locations throughout the state. 

In urban areas, pollutants 
from car exhaust and industrial 
fallout, sediment, chemicals 
from lawn fertilizers and 
organic debris wash off streets 
and parking lots in a rainstorm 

Task force members are 
participating in the ‘Illinois 
EPA’s two-year clean water 


planning program to determine 
the level of water pollutants 
coming from urban areas in 
rainstorm and snowmelt runoff. 
Steering committees to study 
local level problems have been 
formed so far in Peoria, Moline, 
Rockford, Springfield, 
Champaign-Urbana,  Bloomi- 
ngton-Normal, Decatur and 
Kankakee 

EPA planning groups also are 
studying the incidence of water 
pollutants from agricultural 
lands, construction sites and 
mining areas. 

A state plan to be developed 
largely by Ulinois citizens 
through regional advisory 
committees will include land 
management practices, 
education programs, economic 
incentives and new regulations 
to control water pollutants. 

The plan must be submitted to 
the governor for approval by 
October 1978. Municipal and 
industrial treatment works 
needed over the next 20 years 


also will be identified for each 
municipality with over 200 
residents. 

Task force members. will 
study stream samples in the 
eight urban areas listed to 
pinpoint sources of urban water 
pollutants. In addition, a 
computer model developed by 
the Illinois State Water Survey 
will be used to test the ef- 
fectiveness of control 
measures, such as street 
sweeping. Findings will be 
applied statewide. 

Existing storm sewers will be 
studied to determine the best 
methods for treating urban 
runoff. 

In many Illinois communities, 
storm sewers are separate from 
sanitary sewers, and no 
treatment is applied to storm- 
water runoff before it is 
discharged to rivers and 
streams. 

Measures to control runoff 
from areas of future urban 
development will be analyzed.

Under the old franchise the 
city received 24 free phone lines 
on basic rates. All toll calls are 
paid by the city. At a rate of 
$17.50 per month for each 
service, a figure applied by the 
utility ‘in determining basic 
costs for the municipality, the 
city therefore received $420 per 
month in services. 

Since the city’s monthly 
phone bill now totals ap- 
proximately $1,400 per month 
(on an average), the city still 
paid more than $300 monthly in 
phone costs under the old 
franchise. 

The new franchise agreement 
provides the city with 102 free 
service lines, or serxices worth 
$1,785 per month. This would be 
sufficient to pay alll of the city’s 
phone service on its present 
scope of operation, it was noted. 
However, the city plans to add a 
number of services which would 
increase the present billing 

Whitmer said he will not vote 
in favor of the franchise unless 
the refunds for the negotiating 
period are made retroactive to 
the Sept. 4 expiration date. 

The franchise proposal also 
covers the maintenance and 
installation of services, erection 
of poles, relocation procedures 
and other procedural terms.

Weather causes housing 
slump; spring optimism 


The “Bicentennial winter" — 
coldest in the nation’s history — 
produced aberrations in the 
indicators of housing activity, 
the National Association of 
Realtors reports. 

There were sharp declines 
during January in housing 
permits, housing starts and 
existing home sales. However, 
there is optimism that all three 
indicators will return to more 
normal levels with the thaw. 

“The basis for this growing 
optimism,” according to H. 
Jackson Pontius, the 
association's executive vice- 


president, “is a level of 
housing demand and robust 
health of the mortgage market. 

“New savings continue to 
flow into thrift institutions at a 
near record rate. It appears 
certain we will enter the peak 
spring and summer housing 
seasons with ample credit to 
finance a strong level of housing 
production and sales.” 

The seasonally adjusted 
annual rate of existing home 
sales plunged from the record 
December rate of 3,560,000 units 
to a projected January.rate of 
between 3 and 3.1 million. 


While 1976 saw 635,000 
single-family home sales, 


The 
family housing during the 
recession has led to the tightest 
rental market since the fourth 
quarter of 1970, with the 1976 
fourth quarter vacancy rate 
standing at 5.3 per cent. 

Because of the surge in single- 
family home sales, the lack of 
rental availabilities has been 
less severe than would normally 
be the case with such a low level 
of apartment construction. 

New records were set in 1976 
for both deposits in savings and 
loan associations and mortgage 
lending volume.

Automatic pay 
raises assailed

Washington Bureau 
Congress this week got an 
automatic pay raise of $12,900— 
more than many Americans 
earn in a year—without a 
record vote, But House Speaker 
Thomas O'Neill strongly 
defends the increase, noting 
that most legislators in 
Washington have to maintain a 


~ home there and another home in 


their district 

This is the third tfme the 
procedure has worked in eight 
years, to the tune of a 76 per 
cent increase for national 
lawmakers. 

In 1969, their salaries went 
from $30,000 to $42,500 for a 42 
per cent raise. They rose from 
$42,500 to $44,600 for a five per 
cent gain four years later, and 
now have climbed from $44,600 
to $57,500 for a 29 per cent in- 
crease. 

They take pay 
without. an up-or-down vote 
because a 10- r-old law 
provides for a civilian com- 
mission to recommend pay 
levels every four years for 
members of Congress, federal 
judges, cabinet officers and the 
top echelon of the executive 
branch. 

The President can adopt or 
amend the recommended pay 
levels. He then forwards his 
version to Congress. If neither 

oes it within 30 days, 
schedules take effect 

Just before he left office, 
President Ford sent up his 
salary schedules. The Carter 
administration did not change 
them. These are the increases 
accorded automatic im 
plementation. 

The “Senate had the first 
chance at a veto Feb. 2 during 
debate on Sen. Adlai E 
Stevenson's committee 
reorganization plan. Sen 
James B. Align, D-Ala., sought 
to offer a resolution of disap- 
proval as a a non-germane 
amendment to the 
reorganization resolution 

The Allen amendment was 
killed, 56 yes to 42 no, on a 
motion to table. 

Both Stevenson and Sen 
Charles H. Percy voted yes to 
table the Allen amendment, 
Stevenson because he did not 
want Senate reorganization

Both Stevenson and Percy say 
they are for pay increases, 
particularly for the judiciary, 
so that able judges can be 
retained and others who are 
well qualified can be attracted 
into federal service. f. 

They contend that federal 
salaries are too low to recruit 
top-flight civil servants. Neither 
is opposed to a record vote on 
Congressional pay raises. 

Minority Leader John J 
Rhodes of Arizona’ offered the 
House a chance for veto action 
Feb. 16 when he asked for 
unanimous consent for im- 
mediate consideration of a 
disapproval resolution. 

He told the house it was the 
last opportunity to goon record 
on the subject of its own pay. 

“It is clear that an over- 
whelming majority of this body 
agrees that—regardiess of the 
merits of the pay raise—it is 
wrong for us to allow the in- 
crease to take effect without a 
vote,” Rhodes said. 

Rep. Charles Wilson, 
California Democrat, objected 
and the Rhodes effort failed. It 
required unanimous consent 

How do Illinois congressmen 
feel about accepting pay in- 
creases without .a record vote? 

Rep. George M. O’Brien 
objects so strenously that be™ 
turns his increases back to the 
U.S. treasury 

“I'm going toaccept it, but if I 
were to vote, I'd vote against 
it," says Rep. Paul Simon, 
adding that he is not opposed to 
the basic process of setting pay, 
but he is opposed to “‘sneaking it 
through.”” 

Rep. John N. Erlenborn is for 
an increase but not 
automatically without a vote. 

Rep. Paul Findley, who has 
testified against the increase, 
called it ‘‘outrageous’’’ and 
observed, ““ ess is kidding 
itself if it thinks the country is 
going to forget this.” 

Rep. Robert McClory, who 
sapported Rhodes on the floor, 
said he “‘deplores” the increase 
McClory, however, is not 
convinced that the mechanism 
established in 1967 is entirely 
bad. He believes congress 
should vote on its increases. 

Rep. Tom Corcoran is op- 
posed to the raise and “‘even 
more so that it is going through 
without a record vote.” 

Rep. Henry Hyde, like 
McClory, concurs with Rhodes 
that there should be a record 
vote. 

“We have to have greater 
respect for the intelligence of 
the American people than to 
believe that they will not see 
through this charade,” Rhodes 
said when he tried to get action 
on the disapproval resolution 
“We must have a greater 
respect for the dignity of this

Seek gun club closing 


The Mlinois Environmental 
Protection Agency this week 
formally charged the Edward- 
sville Gun Club, located in the 
Dunlap Lake Subdivision, with 
creating a general muisance 
because of gunfire exceeding 
the sound levels established by 
Illinois Pollution Control Board 
(PCB) regulations. 

The club is operating in an 
established residential neigh- 
porhood with many of the 
residences on the eastern shore 
of Dunlap Lake as close as 700 
feet from the club, separated by 
an inlet running between the 
club and the.residences, the 
EPA alleged. 

Most of the distances cited in 
the complaint are over water, 
said to offer little absorption for 
noise. Citizen complaints have 
been numerous, according to 
John S. Moore, EPA noise 
pollution control manager. 

Skeet shooting occurs during 
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the day, continuing into the 
evening, especially during the 
summer, with weekend 
shooting the most popular, it 
was contended 

Chief complaints by citizens 
are that the gun club interfers 
with their enjoyment of the out- 
of-doors, that land values are 
deflated and that the area is 
“like a war zone on Sundays.” 

PCB regulations state that 
“no person shall cause or allow 
the emission of sound beyond 
the boundaries of his property 
so as to cause noise pollution in 
Illinois 

Noise pollution is defined in 
the PCB rules as “the emission 
of sound that unreasonably 
interferes with the engagement 
of life or with any lawful 
business or activity.” 

Moore commented, ‘‘Most 
people don’t realize it, but noise 
harms us. Already about 18 
million Americans suffer from 
the adverse effects of noise. 
Noise can increase blood 
pressure, Cause emotional 
stress and lead to inability to 
sleep.” 

‘The agency is asking the PCB 
to order the club to cease 
operation and to impose a, fine 
of $10,000 for the initial violation 
and $1,000 for each day the 
violation continues. 

The office of the Illinois at- 
torney general will act as 
counsel for the agency. 
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Miss Asbeck has played since 
she was 3 and has played with 
the St. Louis Symphony 
Orchestra as part of ‘a guest 
string group from Southern 
Illinois University at Edward- 
sville. 

Diane Palerino, a vocalist, 
also will entertain during the 
event 

‘The organ is being offered for 
the evening by National School 
of Music and the hall has been 
donated by the Long Lake Fire 
Department. 

Refreshments will be served 
by courtesy of the Pepsi Cola 
Bottling Co. in Alton. 


There will be no admission 
charged senior citizens or 
disabled veterans, but others 
are requested to bring a senior 
citizen or disabled veteran with 
them to gain admission. 

The event is being made 
possible through donations from 
local officials and candidates in 
Granite City, Pontoon Beach, 
Granite City Township and 
Chouteau Township as well as 
citizens who volunteered 
donations. 


“Every cent donated to this 
project will be used for the 
project and if there is any 
money left over, it will in turn 
be donated to some program to 
aid senior citizens,” Clinard 
stated. 

“We are setting up this night 
simply as an enjoyable ex- 
perience for senior citizens and 
disabled veterans. It will not 
cost them a penny and I think 
we have some fine en- 
tertainment ‘to provide an en- 
joyable evening for everyone 
who attends. 


“We want to be sure that 
every senior citizen in the Quad 
City area, whether or not he is a 
member of any organization 
knows he is welcome at this 
event. We want to fill the hall 
and do our best to make this a 
memorable evening,” Clinard 
noted, 

He added, ‘‘For those who are 
not senior citizens or disabled 
veterans, the cost of admission 
will be one senior citizen or 
disabled veteran.”

Flu more deadly to high-risk 
individuals than anti-flu shots 


Bivalent vaccine to protect 
against A-Victoria and A-New 
Jersey (swine) flu again is 
being made available to elderly 
and chronically ill residents of 
Ilinois. 

After consultation with the 
Illinois Immunization Advisory 
Committee, representatives of 
the Illinois State Medical 
Society and local-level health 
aythorities, Dr. Allen N. Koplin, 


acting director of the Dlinois 
Department of Public Health, is 
following recommendations of 
the U.S. Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare to 
resume the program for high- 
risk individuals. 

“High-risk” is defined as 
persons 60 years of age or older, 
or persons three through 59 
years of age who have chronic 
disease.

Madison seeks grant 
for railroad spur 
at industrial park 


There is a reasonable chance 
that the city of Madison's 
request to the Economic 
Development | Administration 
(EDA) for $180,000 to build a 
railroad spur into the Maeras 
Industrial Park will be ap- 
proved, according to Mayor 
Mike Sasyk. 

Mayor Sasyk told the Tuesday 
evening meeting of the Madison 
City Council, ‘‘There will be a 
meeting with the EDA on 
Friday, March 11 in Chicago to 
discuss the grant. This is a good 
sign and means we have moved 
our request through 
Springfield.” 

‘The railroad spur is needed, 
according to the mayor, to 
attract another industry that is 
interested in locating in the 
park 

Mayor Sasyk said, ‘We are 
having a serious problem with 
insurance rates on liability 
coverage for our vehicles 
Although we are covered now, 
our rates are due to’ triple. I 
would like to ask the alder- 
manic committee on insurance 
to meet with me and Al Hudzik, 
our comptroller to see what will 
be the best route to follow.”” 

Chief of Police Frank Dutko 
presented a report. on police 
activities during January 1977, 
and said, ‘I would like to say we 
are Off to a good start. Our 
January crime figures com- 
pared to January 1976 show a 46 
per cent reduction in crimes.” 

Major areas of reduction are 
(1976 figure first): burglaries, 
16-10, theft 21-8, auto theft 7-4, 
robbery 3-0, assault and battery 
the same, 5-5. 

Statistics in the seven major 
areas of crime showed 52 during 
January 1976, compared to 27 
last month. 

Total fines received was $780. 

Police answered 141 burglar 
alarm calls, most all of which 


were false alarms set off ac- 
cidentally 

Total reported telephone, 
radio and logged entries for 
January was 3,475. 

Casper S. Nighohossian, city 
corporation counsel, announced 
that in arguments on a post-trial 
motion filed by the Quad-Cities 
Health Systems, the Circuit 
Court upheld the city 

Nighohossian said he was 
informed that the massage 
parlor’s attorney informed him 
the business is closed and the 
owners are moving their 
equipment out of the building 
and do not intend to fight the 
case any further. 


“I would like to call attention 
to the council that our 
superintendent of streets, 
Elmer Smith, is requesting 
permission to advertise for bids 
for a steel storage shed,” Sasyk 
reported. “The dimensions are 
60 feet wide, 105 feet in length 
and 16 feet tall. We have a lot of 
equipment we aré forced to 
leave outside and I feel that we 
should look into the cost,” 
Mayor Sasyk said. The council 
approved the call for bids. 


Fourth Ward Alderman Mike 
Sikora said he has been 
receiving complaints about oil 
behind the Madison Auto Parts 
“running onto the alleys and 
people are tracking it into their 
homes. I wish some one would 
check this out.’ 

City Health Inspector Vasil 
Graville said he will look into 
the matter. 

The mayor invited the 
aldermen and city department 
heads to be guests Wednesday 
evening at a dinner meeting of 
the Southwestern Conference of 
Mayors to be held at the 
Madison Fire Hall, hosted by 
Mayor Sasyk, president of the 
association. 
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“These ” Dr. Koplin 
explained, “‘are most likely ‘to 
suffer serious complications if 
they contract influenza." 

Resumption of the program 
follows the lifting of the 
moratorium on use of the 
vaccine by the federal govern- 
ment. 

That action was taken after 
an outbreak of A-Victoria in- 
fluenza in Florida. The bivalent 
vaccine contains the only 
available vaccine to protect 
against A-Victoria. 

The influenza immunization 
program had been suspended 
Dec. 16 when there appeared to 
be an association between 
receipt of the vaccine and 
Guillain-Barre syndrome. But 
after the outbreak in Florida, an 
expert committee convened by 
HEW judged the risk of severe 
complications from influenza to 
be greater than the risk 
associated with receipt of the 
vaccine. 


Available data indicate that, 
in the highrisk group, one 
person out of each million 
vaccinated in the national in- 
fluenza immunization program 
died from the Guillain-Barre 
syndrome. 

Statistics indicate that during 
influenza epidemics, the death 
rate among high-risk groups is 
approximately 1,260 persons out 
of a million. 

A spokesman for the Illinois 
State Medical Society has in- 
dicated that this organization 
joins the Department of Public 
Health in recommending that 
the elderly and these with 
chronic illnesses be immunized. 

“At this point, we are not 
suggesting that resumption of 
the program. for high-risk in- 
dividuals Id include the 
massive out and clinic 
schedules of last fall 


“This, of course, is left to the 
discretion of local sponsors who 
will undoubtedly be influenced 
by their estimate of the ~in- 
cidence of Victoria A illness. 
Aside from one confirmed case 
and minor school absenteeism 
now under study, there is little 
evidence of influenza A activity 
in Mlinois,:* Dr. Koplin said. 

Bivalent vaccine and copies 
of a revised consent form 
containing information about 
Guillain-Barre syndrome will 
be provided to sponsoring 
agencies so that they can 
initiate appropriate action to 
provide vaccine to persons 
seeking it. It is expected that 
vaccine will be made available 
to private physicians for use 
with their high-risk. patients.

Chief Circuit Judge Harold 
Clark has declared a mistrial 
due to a deadlocked jury in the 
rape cases against three St.

seven men. 

During the second half of 
September, three St. Louis men 
were arrested and charged. 
Mark Muellner was charged 
with rape and deviate sexual 
assault, and Donald Jenkins 
and Richard Knowles were each 


Urge queries 
on assessment 
exemptions 


Many pérsons in Nameoki 
Township who are eligible for a 
reduction in real estate 
property assessments under the 
Homestead Exemption Act 
apparently have failed to apply 
for the benefit and are being 
urged to check with the office of 
Nameoki Township Assessor 
Carl Macios if they have any 
questions concerning the 
program, Macios’ office 
reported Tuesday. 

The Homestead Exemption 
program provides a reduction 
of $1,500 in the assessment of 
real estate property owned and 
occupied by persons 65 years of 
age or older. The program has 
no connection with the Illinois 
Circuit Breaker law which 
provides tax rebates in an 
entirely separate program, an 
office spokesman explained. 

“We are certain there are

While no single source has-yet 
been identified as injecting 
dangerous chemicals into a 
drainage pond along the north 
side of Route 162, some officials 
are speculating that a leak in a 
water line which allowed—the 
water to run through lime-filled 
slag piles may have been 
responsible 

Eleven-year-old Matthew 
Forehand suffered chemicai 
burns to both legs when he fell 
through the ice into the water 
just east of 2ist Street. His 
burns were not critical, but did 
resemble a sevepe~ sunburn, 
according to members of the 
family 

Madison County and Granite 


City environmental officials 
checked the water where it 
appeared to be flowing into the 
pond and diagriosed a Ph level 
of 12.5, indicating a strong level 
of a base-ehemical, the opposite 
of acid. 

Granite City Steel, which 
owns the property, posted a 
guard dt the pond to keep 
anyone else from being burned 
and then began excavation 
work to attempt to identify the 
source of the chemical 

The source has not been 
pinpointed, but it has been 
discovered that an underground 
line in the area carries river 
water from Granite City Steel to 
International Mill Service. 


Wintertime pruning 
of flowering shrubs 


By WAYNE B. SIEFERT 
Area Ornamental Horticulturist 

Spring weather and free 
afternoons are the perfect 
combination to prune flowering 
shrubs 

The rule is to prune spring 
flowering shrubs in the sum 
mer, and summer flowering 
shrubs in the spring. With 
complicated rules like that, you 
may decide to go fishing in 
stead. 

Spring flowering shrubs like 
forsythia, flowering quince, 
honeysuckle, lilac, climbing 
roses and pyracantha develop 
flower buds in the fall. 

Clusters of buds, or cherry- 
like buds among arrow-shaped 
buds, are the dormant flowers 
waiting for spring 

Wintertime pruning of these 
shrubs will improve the growth 
and vigor of the plant and help 


remove some overwintering 
diseases and insects. 

But it removes the spring 
flowers, too. Only summertime 
pruning, after bloom, will 
remove old wood, invigorate the 
plant and increase flowering the 
next season. 

Summer blooming shrubs like 
tea roses and althea (rose of 
Sharon) develop flower buds in 
the spring and benefit from 
winter pruning. 

In spite of the best way, or the 
best time, you may find yourself 
in @ now-or-never situation. If 
summertime pruning seems to 
lose out to grass cutting or 
gardening, then the con- 
sequences may be worth it 

Reduced bloom this spring 
will occur, but improved 
growth, good foliage and better 
bloom next year can be a worth- 
while risk. 


The water was found to be 
free of dangerous chemicals 
where it left the steel mill and 
International Mill officials said 
their employes come into 
physical contact with that water 
daily and there have been no 
reports of employes suffering 
chemical burns.

Water flowing through the 
slag from a faulty pump or a 
broken water line could pick up 
some of the lime, giving the 
water a base Ph level 

Granite City Steel is pumping 
the water out of the pond and 
into the company’s disposal 
system. It is hoped with the 
water line between the steel 
mill and International Mill 
Services turned off, the pum- 
ping operation will be suc- 
cessful in drying up the ponding 
area.

Results of a passenger survey 

taken aboard Bi-State buses in 
Missouri and Illinois indicate 
that the average bus rider is a 
female between the ages of 25 
and 44, traveling to and from 
her job, and earning less than 
$8,000 per year. 

The odds that she will be 
white or black are nearly even. 
She pays her fare in cash, and 
does not need to transfer. Her 
trips take less than 30 minutes 

She feels that most bus 
drivers are courteous and that 
bus service in general, in 
cluding locations of routes and 
stops, is good, 

These and other facts about 
public transit in the St. Louis 
metropolitan region emerged 
from responses to a question- 
naire distributed to Bi-State 
passengers in late 1976 

The survey is part of an ex- 
tensive study of virtually every 
phase of Bi-State’s operations 
Responses to the questionnaire 
were compiled and analyzed by 
a consulting team from Urban 
Behavioral Research 
Associates, Inc., of St. Louis. 

Paul Schuler, chairman, and 
Robert J. Baer, executive 
director of the Bi-State 
Development Agency, ex- 
pressed gratitude to the 36,000 
persons who agreed to answer 
the survey questionnaire.

“T believe the survey results 
indicate that people’s attitudes 
about public transit are 
changing and becoming more 
postive,” Baer said. 

“For example, nearly seven 
per cent of those answering the 
questionnaire said they owned 
three or more cars; yet, they 
choose to ride the bus.” 

Baer feels that responses to 
this survey are probably more 
accurate than those received in 
a similar survey taken in 1974 

“Interview assistants were 
employed to ride along and aid 
those passengers who might 
have difficulty in understanding 
or responding to any of the 
questions,” Baer explained 
{Baer said that while 36 per 
éent of the respondents said 
they do not own a car, another 
37 per cent own one vehicle, and 
20 per cent own two 
automobiles. 


“More than 50 per cent of the 
respondents replied that 
without the bus, they would 
either have to depend on 
someone to drive them or they 
would not be able to travel at 
all,” Baer related. 

Bi-State bus routes are so 
convenient that an over- 
whelming number (89 per cent) 
of the respondents said they are 
able to walk to the nearest bus 
stop, and the longest travel time 
indicated was 32 minutes, with 
the average being less than a 
half-hour. 

Also, nearly two-thirds of. the 
respondents indicated they 
were able to reach their 
destination without tran- 
sferring.

Although 65 per cent would 
like additional service, the 
majority said that the buses go 
where they need to travel, and 
are usually on time and not too 
crowded. All but a small per- 
centage feel that fares are not

Baer added, “Unfortunately, 
34 per cent feel that the buses 
are in less than good condition, 
a situation which Bi-State 
recognizes. It will be remedied 
shortly with the arival of nearly 
400 new buses and retirement of 
those vehicles which are more 
than 15 years old.” 

Evidence that Bi-State serves 
diverse needs is indicated by 
the fact that nearly 11 per cent 
of the respondents said they are 
over 65 years of age, while 23 
per cent are under age 19.

Pointers on saving cash, 
avoiding tax headaches 


(Fifth of a series of six 
articles on 1976 income taxes, 
prepared by the Southern 
Chapter of Illinois CPA 
Society) 

Despite all the changes the 
. Tax Reform Act of 1976 brought, 
many. long-standing rules still 
apply. 

Keeping them in mind when 
preparing tax returns can save 
money or prevent headaches, 
suggests J. Darrell Burton, 
president of the Southern 
Chapter of the Illinois CPA 
Society. His advice follows. 

For example, if you held more 
than one job during the year, 
there's a chance that more than 
the maximum Social Security 
tax required — $895 — was 
withheld from your pay. 

If you paid more, you can 
claim a refund, or credit, on line 
63 of Form 1040 — line 20b of 
Form 1040A. 

If you owe additional taxes 
and see no way of raising the 
money before April 15, don’t let 
that deter you from filing your 
return anyway, 

There will be a penalty for 
late payment of one half of 
one per cent of the balance 
owed for each month of delay, 
plus seven per cent annual 
interest. 

But for late filing of the 
return, the penalty is five per 
cent a month, up to a 
maximum of 25 per cent a 
year. 

In addition, the statute of 
limitations does not take effect 
until three years after the filing 
of a properly filled-out, signed 
return, 

Or, if for some reason you 
can’t filea return by the April 15 
deadline, obtain IRS Form 4868 
— application for an automatic 
two-month extension. 

The form must 


be ac- 


companied by a check for 
whatever you estimate your tax 
obligation will be. 

If you underestimate the 
amount you owe, you will have 
to pay interest on the unpaid 
amount. And if the unpaid 
amount is more than 10 per cent 
of your tax liability, a penalty 
may be assessed. 

If fortune brought you a big 
jump in income last year, you 
may be eligible for income 
averaging, which, in effect, 
lets’ you average out your 
income over a five-year 
period, with a resulting lower 
tax rate. 

If after the instructions you 
find that you do qualify, use 
Schedule G for computing your 
tax 

If after filing your return you 
discover you overlooked 
something important — a 
substantial amountof income or 
a sizeable deduction, for 
example — don’t panic: File an 
amended return on Form 1040X. 
It’s much easier than filling out 
the original return because the 
only date required beyond 
name, address, etc., is the in- 
formation you are amending. 

You can save time by not 
listing penny amounts on your 
tax return.

Avoidable errors can result in 
the inconvenience of having 
your return sent back for 
refiling — and perhaps the 
expense of penalty or interest 
charges. They ‘could also 
suggest to the tax collector that 
the return probably contains 
more serious errors, thus 
leading to a tax audit 

The Illinois CPA Society 
suggests that a little extra time 
spent on the tax return is well 
worthwhile, financially as well 
as emotionally, Burton com 
ments.

Home fruit tree pruning

A demonstration on how to 
prune fruit trees and small 
fruits that the homeowner has 
in the backyard will be held 
Saturday at 9:45 a.m. at Chris 
Doll’s home. 

To get to the Doll residence 
starting from Edwardsville, 
take Highway Rt.

HOGS USE MORE FEED 
IN COLD WEATHER 

Dick’ Carlisle, University of 
Illinois swine specialist, reports 
that pork producers who 
provided their pigs protection 
this winter from the extreme 
cold temperatures had a better 
feedefficiency than those who 
provided no protection. 

An Illinois experiment shows 
what cold weather can do to pig, 
performance. 

Performance was recorded at 


weights between 35 and 100 
pounds and again between 100 
pounds and market. The pigs 
were exposed to temperatures 
of 20 degrees, 50 degrees and 80 
degrees. 

The pigs exposed to 20 degree 
temperature had a daily gain of 
1.65 pounds and a gain per ton of 
feed of 884 pounds. The pigs 
exposed to 50 degree tem- 
peratures had a daily gain of 
1.76 pounds and a gain per ton of 
feed of 980 pounds. The pigs 
exposed to 76 degrees had a 
daily gain of 1.76 pounds and a 
gain per ton of feed of 1080. The 
feed efficiency increased with 
the temperature. 

A ton of feed cost well over 
$100. If you can produce 200 
pounds more gain for that ton, 
it’s well worth the effort to keep 
those pigs warm

One. way to reduce these 
heating bills is to use a wind- 
break to reduce wind velocity 
around the house. 

Mike Bolen, U. of I. Extension 
forester, estimated that a 
properly located windbreak can 
reduce heating costs by as 
much as 15 to 20 per cent in 
moderately insulated homes. 
Windbreaks will also help to 
raise temperatures in nearby 
machine sheds and livéstock 
buildings. 

Farmsteads must depend 
heavily’ on trees and other 
landscape material to break the 
wind. Conventional Mlinois 
windbreaks designed for three 
row, 14x14-foot spacing will 
offer good protection within 
eight to 10 years after planting.

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Law changes needed to better cope with young criminals 


As has been pointed out by Madison 
County grand juries, the Illinois Juvenile 
Code is failing to adequately rehabilitate 
young criminals, and the revolving-door 
juvenile release policy has led to repeat— 
and increasingly serious—law violations, 
including vicious murders. 

As president of the Lllinois State's 
Attorneys’ Association, Madison County 
State’s Attorney Nicholas Byron has begun 
the formation sof a legislative panel 
subcommittee on juvenile justice. Possible 
state law changes to be sought may include: 

Resentencing of youth correctional 
facility inmates when they become 17; 


specified rather than indefinite juvenile 
sentences; curtailment of unusually carly 
releases from custody; transfer of some 
juveniles to adult corrections centers; more 
complete notification of prosecutors and 
arresting officers when early releases are 
under consideration, and revised probation- 
parole procedures. 

Precisely which of these revisions deserve 
to be enacted will need to be determined 
through detailed study. But it is apparent 
that the 15-year Illinois juvenile 
experiment—with its insufficient emphasis 
on confinement and rehabilitation—must 
be improved upon.

Illinois, after 1975 amendments to the 
unemployment compensation law raising 

+ average benefits 35-40 per cent, has high 
benefits for unemployed workers compared 

+ to most states. Average unemployment 
compensation taxes on employers, who pay 
for all such benefits, almost doubled in 1976 
and will soar in 1977. 

The Sundstrand Corp. of Rockford paid 
an unemployment com: tion tax in 1975 
of $114,822. In 1976, it was $232,259, and in 
1977 it will be $772,637, using the same 
taxable payroll, and despite a steady 
employment history. 

Although high unemployment in Illinois 
accounts for much of this increase, Illinois 
costs are nonetheless out of line. 

Also of importance in impact to 
employers are the administrative practices 
sanctioned by the law, that permit persans 
to draw benefits who should not, and to 
keep drawing benefits when they are not 
seeking work. 

In its concern for thé unemployed in a 
period of great unemployment, the state 
seems to have forgotten about the rights and 
interests of the employer. Workers who 
voluntarily quit their jobs should not be 
eligible for unemployment compensation. 

Employers should be notified of 
unemployment compensation claims 
promptly. 

Unemployed workers should report

Just as industry must realize the 
determination of the people of Illinois to 
clean up the environment, so too must there 
be an understanding of industry's problems, 
including economic and technological 
considerations, by officials ‘assigned to 
pollution control agencies. 4

The need for adequate energy at 
reasonable prices to keep industry operating 
is obvious..One of the reasons why ‘Illinois 
became a great industrial power was its 
enormous coal resources available at low 
cost. 

With the advent of environmental 
protection laws, Illinois has increasingly 
banned the burning of its coal by its 
industry, including electric power stations. 
Coal production in Illinois was down five 
per cent last year while thousands of tons of 
low sulfur coal were shipped in from western 
states—this to cope with a sulfur dioxide 
problem which does not exist in the ambient 
air of most areas of the state.. 

Until SO2-scrubbers are commercially 
and technologically practicable and 
dependable, the state should lend every 
effort to permit the burning of Illinois coal 


‘as coal wherever possible. 


Tall stacks and intermittent controls 
should be used to disperse the SO2 gases 
and comply with federal standards. 
Commercial ‘coal gasification at acceptable 
prices is a long way in the future, and 
presents many new problems. 

In setting rates for natural gas and 
electric power, the state should continue to 
apply the equitable “cost of service” policy, 
which has been followed for so many years.

Comment by New York 
Times—When the Supreme 
Court last spoke on obscenity in 
1973, it in effect authorized 
communities to establish their 
own definitions of the 
“prurient” or “patently of- 
fensive” in word or picture. 

Many predicted an era of 
confusion from the ruling, 
written by Chief Justice Burger 
for a 5to4 majority. They 
denied Mr. Burger's contention 
that, for the first time in 16 
years, the court had agreed on 
“concrete guidelines to isolate 
‘hard core’ pornography from 
expression protected by the 
First Amendment.” 

We agreed then that éom- 
munities should have the right 
to prevent what they deem to be 
offensive materials from being 
displayed to juveniles or 
uninterested adults. But we 
sided emphatically with the 
dissenting justices, who 
denounced the decision as a 

state-ordered regimentation of 
our minds.” 

We thought that “‘police-court 
morality will have a heyday’ 
and were persuaded by Justice 
Douglas's warning that the 
ruling “would make it possible 
to ban any paper or any journal 
or magazine ‘in some benighted 
place.” 

The jailing of Larry Flynt, the 
editor and publisher of Hustler, 
suggests that Douglas only 
understated the danger. Hustler 
is a crude example of what are 
known as “girlie magazines,” 
apparently third in popularity 
behind Playboy and Penthouse. 

Flynt was charged, and 
convicted of pandering ob- 
scenity and engaging in 
organized crime. The benighted 
place was a Hamilton County 
Common Pleas Court in Cin- 
cinnati. Its sentence was seven 
to 25 years in prison. 

The county’s concern clearly 
went far beyond the control or 
even the banning of a magazine 


offensive to its community. 

By jailing the publisher of a 
national publication, it was 
groping for a procedure by 
which one of Douglas's 
“‘benighted” places might 
become the self-anointed 
protector of the nation’s morals, 
silencing any publication, 
blacking out any television 
program and halting the 
showing of any motion picture. 

The case against Flynt bore 
many signs of judicial per- 
secution. Neither he nor any of 
his acquitted codefendants 
reside or work in Hamilton 
county. Hustler is published in 
Columbus, printed in Dayton

and New York and distributed 
from Derby, Conn. 

The trial’ judge would not 
allow similar magazines to be 
shown in evidence, thus im- 
plying a desire to make an 
example of Hustler. 

The charge that Flynt had 
engaged in “organized” crime 
was derived from the fact that 
he hed entered into a routine 
contract with the local 
distributor of newspapers and 
magazines, though none of the 
executives of that compuny was 
brought to trial. Finally, Flynt 
was denied bail while waiting to 
appeal.

The new legislation does not 
change that portion of the law 
requiring that a veteran must 
use his GI Bill benefits within 
ten years of his discharge from 
service. Therefore, veterans 
who have been out of the 
military service for ten years 
are not eligible for the ad- 
ditional benefits. 

The VA estimates that /6.1 
million veterans are currently 
eligible for GI Bill benefits, 
including 3.8 million who have 
used part of their eligibility and 
2.3 million who have not taken 
advantage of it at all. 

We are particularly anxious, 


however, to reach the half- 
million men and women who 
have already used the full 36 
months of eligibility that was 
the maximur~entitlement prior 
to enactment of the new 
legislation.

American Chemical Society 

A quick, inexpensive test for 
the active ingredient in 
marijuana, tetrahydrocann- 
abinol (THC), in blood is 
reported in ‘Analytical 
a publication of the 
American Chemical Society. 

Suitable for “‘routine’’ legal or 
medicinal use, the test is 
superior to earlier; more 
cumbersome methods of 
detection, notes Dr. Joe Vinson 
of the University of Scranton in 
Pennsylvania. 

The method has been tested 
successfully on blood samples 
from volunteer smokers in a 
study funded by the Insurance 
Institute for Highway Safety. 

“My procedure can only be 
accomplished in the laboratory 
and hence is not fully com- 
parable to the alcohol-balloon 
test. However, it can be done by 
relatively untraingd personnel 
in about two hours of laboratory 
time,” says Dr. Vinson. 

The method does not require 
expensive instruments. 

This easy test has ar oused 
considerable interest from 
waies and crime labs. 

Dr. Vinson pointed out that if 
marijuana is “‘decriminalized”” 
to a misdemeanor or legalized, 
driving while under the in 
fluence of marijuana may 
become a punishable offense, 
and law enforcement officers 
will need a facile test for THC 
intoxication.

They placed a total of 
204,600,000,000 local and long 
distance calls: during 1975, a 
record number. Japan again 
was a distant second in this 
category with 45 billion calls. 

An indication that France 
also is a talkative nation can be 
found in the fact that although 
that country ranked sixth in the 
number of telephones, it ranked 
third in the number of calls with 
29 billion for the year. 


Telephone growth among 
countries was paced by Brazil, 
where the number of telephones 
jumped 27.1 per cent for the 
year to a total of 3,371,284. 

Second in the growth category 
was Taiwan with an increase of 
24.1 per cent to a total of 
1,117,989.-The, United States had 
an increase of 3.5 per cent for 
the year. 

In terms of telephones per 100 
population, the United States 
continued to lead with 69.49 
phones for every 100 citizens. 

Sweden was second in this 
category with a per capita 
telephone count of 66.07 per 100 
citizens 

Third was Switzerland with 
61.09 telephones per. 100 
population. The world average 
is 9.1 telephones for each 100 
persons.

Industrial 
toxicology 
instruction 


Professionals responsible for 
occupational health and safety 
will be participating in an in- 
dustrial toxicology course at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville this spring 
Stephen K. Hall, associate 
professor of chemistry at STUE, 
says this is the first course of its 
kind to be offered at an area 
university or college. 

The course was developed by 
Hall through a faculty 
development program intended 
to improve and expand 
educational opportunities for 
students in the university. 

It is» an intensive 
postgraduate course dealing 
with a specialized branch of 
chemistry involved in en- 
vironmental health problems 
related to the toxic effects of 
common industrial and 
household chemicals. The class 
is part of a new master's degree 
program in environmental 
studies, although it is also 
available to other qualified 
students. 

Hall said professionals from 
the American Society of Safety 
Engineers, American Industrial 
Hygiene Association, 
Occupational Safety and Health 
Act, Environmental Protective 
Agency and employes from 
industrial laboratories — in- 
cluding Monsanto Chemical, 
Laclede and Granite City Steel 
— will be taking the course. He 
added that medical lab 
technicians working with 
poisoning cases also will be 
interested in the class. 

SIUE is the first non-medical 
school to offer this type of 
course. 

Upon successful completion 
of the class, professionals will 
receive a certificate of pr- 
oficiency in the field of in 
dustrial toxicology and four 
hours of SIUE credit. 

Classes will meet for 10 weeks 
in the spring quarter (April. 2 
through June 4) on Saturdays 
from 9:30 a.m. to 12:20 p.m. For 
more information on Industrial 
Toxicology (CHEM.

Some political 
gifts qualify as 
a tax deduction 


Contributions made during 
1976 to a political candidate or 
campaign committee may 
qualify for a tax deduction or 
tax credit, the Internal Revenue 
Service is pointing out. 

To qualify for tax purposes, 
the contribution must have been 
used for political activities 
directly related to a campaign 
of an announced candidate. 

A taxpayer can choose to take 
either a tax deduction up to $100 
($200 on a joint return) or a tax 
credit that will reduce his or her 
tax bill by half of the con- 
tribution up to $25, or $50 on a 
joint return. 

Even if the taxpayer takes the 
standard deduction, he or she 
can claim the credit. However, 
to claim a deduction for @ 
campaign contribution, the 
taxpayer must itemize 
deductions. 

In addition to cash paid 
directly to a candidate or to a 
political committee, tickets to 
some political parties, dinners 
and other events may qualify 
for a tax deduction or credit. 

‘An event must be primarily, 
political in nature, with the 
major portion of time devoted to 
political speeches or ecussion 
in order to 

The event must also be in 
honor of an announced political 
candidate. \T: buying: 
tickets to this type of event can 
deduct or take a credit equal ta 
the full cost of the ticket.
